While the present poliomyelitis 
epidemic is now definitely on 
the decline, the peak in the dis- 
ease having been passed, public 
health officials are warning par- 
ents to continue all possible pre- 
cautionary measures in prevent- 
ing the disease spreading. 


Dr. M. R. Bow, deputy minister 
of provincial health, said Tuesday 
that fewer cases of poliomyelitis 


were being reported and that with 
the onset of colder weather ‘t was 
confidently believed the peak in 
the epimedic had been passed. “But 
this does not mean that parents 
can relax their vigilance,” Dr. Bow 
Stated. “Children should not be 
allowed to congregate any more 
than is absolutely necessary.”

THE DEAD=-LOCK 

The provincial legislature is asked to declare 
that the Dominion has no power to disallow pro- 
vincial legislation. The Dominion Government 
claims it has this power, has exercised it, and 
will no doubt do so again as circumstances arise 
which seem to it to require such action. There 
is thus a condition of dead-lock on a question of 
constitutional powers. 

The sane and peaceable way to settle a dis- 
pute of that kind is to refer the matter to the 
courts, which the Dominion proposed to do. The 
province refused, apparently on the ground that 
to consent would be to admit a possibility that 
its claim might not be sound. But since the 
claim, sound or unsound, is not admitted by the 
Dominion, the alternative is to submit the ques- 
tion to the courts or continue the dead-lock— 
with strife, bitterness, and no ascertainable 
profit to either disputant, as the results. 

Submitting the issue to the courts has one 
presumptive advantage from the stand-point of 
the provincial authority. Precedent would seem 
to favor its claim. Should the decision of the 
Supreme Court be adverse, appeal could be 
taken to the Privy Council. And in a dispute 
between the Dominion and a province, when did 
the Privy Council ever give the Dominion the 
benefit of the doubt? 

BELATED REGRETS, ETC

LIFE IN A LABORATORY 

The people in Nanking, waiting in dread for 
the threatened Japanese bombardment, were 
in a state of mind somewhat similar to that of 
the people of Alberta as they have waited to see 
what the present session of the legislature would 
do and what the results to them would be. Pro- 
test meetings have shown that great numbers of 
Albertans have been living in jittery apprehen- 
sion of drastic action that would certainly be 
disturbing, would almost certainly be damaging 
to the interests of some of them, and might be 
disastrous in its broad and unforeseen reactions. 

Thus on Friday morning even the Calgary 
Albertan gave unmistakable evidence of ner- 
vous wonderment. It published a two column 
editorial to ask: “Is what the Government pro- 
posed to do in the last session, and what they 
may propose today, what the majority of Al- 
berta people want?” And to admit “We are 
doubtful if the majority of the people of Alberta 
want complete, immediate and wholesale de- 
struction of any Canadian tradition, of any Cana- 
dian custom, or any Canadian institution—with 
nothing to replace it—just because Major 
Douglas, thousands of miles away, or Mr. Powell, 
in Edmonton, is trying an experiment.” The 
Albertan adds “This is written with no know- 
ledge of things to come.” 


When even the Albertan shivers in the 
shadow of the unknown, there can be no doubt 
of the reality of the apprehension expressed by 
large numbers of residents of the province who 
have not been “supporting Social Credit Prin- 
ciples.” Wherever the “experiment” may lead to, 
and by whatever route, there is no question of 
the wide alarm that has been created by the 
methods by which it is being carried on. Out- 
side Spain and the Orient there cannot be many 
parts of the world where people have been liv- 
ing at such high tension as in this province. 
Not so much because of anything the Govern- 
ment or legislature has actually done as because 
of the mystery that overhangs the future and 
the thunder-and-lightning predictions of “things 
to come.”

BEHIND THE CABLES 


Loyalist Government Banishing Illiteracy of 
Peasant-Soldiers 


By Ludwig Lore 


At the great meeting in behalf of the child 
refugees from the Basque country which your 
commentator attended in London's _ historic 
Hall last June, Professor Haldane reported in 
some detail on the mass educational work which 
loyalist Spain was carrying on in the midst of 
its bloody trial of strength. The great British 
scientist and author had a remarkable tale to 
tell of bravery and perseverence in the midst of 
almost impossible difficulties, of humble Spanish 
workers and peasants who were learning their 
A-B-C's in the trenches while shells screamed 
overhead. More than anything else it showed the 
character of the loyalist fight, the lust for pro- 
gress and a better life which motivated the units 
of the people's army. 


That work has gone on, and a recent dispatch 
from Madrid informs us that the results are be- 
coming apparent. On the center front alone, 
around Madrid, four hundred soldier-teachers 
are helping their soldier-pupils to learn, Ciasses 
are held in the front line trenches, in the dugouts 
or in the shell-blasted houses in University 
City. 

A visit to the trench schools of the Casa de 
Campo front showed that the educational work 
was being taken with all the seriousness it de- 
served, At some places the Republican trenches 
were no more than eight yards from the Fascist 
lines and the soldiers had to be ready to ex- 
change their books at any moment for rifles 
and machine guns. 

War On Illiteracy 


There are difficulties, naturally, in a country 
where such a high degree of illiteracy prevailed. 
Most of the soldiers have to start from the 
bottom, but they learn quickly. In one month, 
for example, sixteen per cent. of the illiterate 
soldiers in one brigade were taught to read and 
write. In another battalion, of ten men unable to 
read, nine were doing so within thirty days. 
Soldiers are asked to keep diaries, with the re- 
sult that thousands of men on the Madrid front 
are writing personal histories of the great con- 
flict. The people have cried for education and 
the government is responding. More books are 
sold in Republican Spain that ever before, 
thanks to these “militiamen of culture.” 

Erin’s Dilemma 


For all the growth of Irish industrial wealth, 
sponsored by the de Valera government, the 
fundamental problem of the countryside remains 
unsolved. Ireland is still predominantly an agri- 
cultural country and her industries, in large 
measure must stand or fall by the purchasing 
power of the agriculturalist. What to do to put 
more jingle in the farmer’s pocket is lanky 
“Dev's” major problem. 

The annual conference of the Irish organiza- 
tion, the Muintir na Tire (People of the Land) is 
therefore attracting particular attention. De 
Valera himself, will sit at the campfire during 
the conference sessions and listen but not speak. 
For the last century emigration to other lands 
has acted as a safety valve for the ever present 
pressure of population on a limited farm acreage. 
Twenty persons have left the land for each one 
lost to the cities. Bad schools, lack of good hous- 
ing in the country districts, general lack of 
opportunity have all played a part in this situa- 
tion. An interesting indication of its effect is in 
the marriage statistics. In Ireland the average 
age of marriage is forty-five for men and thirty- 
five for women, whereas, just across the way in 
England the figures are thirty and twenty-three. 
Of all persons between twenty-five and thirty 
79 per cent. are unmarried 

Another crusade of De Valera’s isn't doing 
so well. His drive for the revival of the Gaelic 
language has been unable to make much head- 
Way against inertia, English films and radio 
programs. Children who speak Gaelic in school 
go back to English as soon as they get out of 
doors. The Gaelic Athletic Association is worried 
over the steady increase in the popularity of 
association football. It's members have been 
forbidden not only to play the game but to 
watch one being played 
At Nuremberg 

Since the end of the great Nazi propaganda 
fest at Nuremberg some interesting facts regard- 
ing it have come to light. Jewish shopkeepers, 
for example, were warned by police to keep their 
places closed during the whole affair “in the 
interests of maintenance of public order.” So as 


not to add a gloomy note, however, blinds were - 


not to be pulled down and lights had to be kept 
burning in the windows all night. 

For the last year’s congress Ambassador von 
Ribbentrop, wishing to make a splurge in British 
olitical circles, invited 600 English guests. The 
experiment was not a success, however. This 
year the number of specially invited persons 
shrank to thirty, since it had been found that 
most of the previous year’s visitors were “un- 
worthy of the honor.” 

Another note on Anglo-German relations is 
furnished by a columnist for Reynolds’ Weekly 
of London, who claims to have definite informa- 
tion that one of the German journalists expelled 
from England abused lis press privileges during 
recent manoeuvres at Salisbury Plain. “He was 
found,” reports this correspondent, “inside one 
of the latest type of tanks making a close study 
of the interior.” It seems that the members of 
the tank corps who discovered him were cynical 
enough to disbelieve his explanations, and the 
gentleman of the press, when he left, carried a 
black eye with him as a souvenir of the occasion, 
~—New York Post 


In writing of tennis, Mr. Gardiner does not 
think the standard of play today in England is 
inferior to that of the days of the Dohertys, but 
the difference is that al! the world is now search- 
ing for Dohertys, “and is putting them through 
the mill of training with a thoroughness to which 
our easy-going habits are alien.”

Moreover, it is quite evi- 
dent that the modern Chinese soldier can fight, 
as the Japanese discovered five years ago when, 
despite their greater numbers and far better 
equipment, it took them several weeks to subdue 
the Nineteenth Route Army in the fighting that 
took place on the flats west of Shanghai. And 
they appear to be discovering it anew in the pre-

Note on the growth of Fascism in eastern 
Canada. 


When Dr. Norman Bethune, head of the Can- 
adian blood transfusion unit at Madrid, showed 
at Massey Hall, Toronto, the film “Heart of 
Spain,” which he exhibited at the Empire theatre 
here a few weeks ago, the Ontario Board of 
Motion Picture censors insisted that all refer- 
ences to Hitler and Mussolini be eliminated. 


That's Fascism at work. 

It's bad enough to see the British lion meta- 
morphose itself into a sheep in order to protect 
Franco from equal combat, without the Ontario 
Board of Censors emasculating a film that has 
been shown intact all over United States and 
western Canada. 

This is one of the fruits of the new unity be- 
tween Premier Hepburn and the Ontario mine- 
owners and financial over-lords. 


Men and institutions with ample money never 
seem to lack hirelings to do their bidding. An 
A.P. despatch from Denver tells of an incident 
in a Wyoming town. The local sheriff acted as 
agent of an accident insurance firm. 

Into the sheriff's office came a cowpuncher 
with a bandaged arm. He produced his policy 
and asked that a claim for compensation be 
forwarded to the head office. 

“How come?” asked the sheriff. 

“A rattlesnake bit me,” said the cowpuncher. 

In his report to head office the sheriff 
wrote: “I soon disposed of his claim. I told him, 
‘This policy says “in case of accident.” That 
wasn't no accident. That rattler bit you on 
purpose. Did I do right?” 

The company over-ruled the sheriff and told 
him to forward the claim 


You won't read them in a medical dictionary, 
but there are diseases of the mind known as 
“wanderlust” and “salt water fever” that afflicts 
men. I get a touch of salt water fever myself 
every spring. I've been reading of a severe case 
of wanderlust in a book, “Gone Nomad,” by 
Archer Russell (Angus and Robertson), For over 
twenty years Mr. Russell has been a victim of 
wanderlust, during which time it has caused him 
to chase mules, herd sheep, trap wild dogs, hunt 
elephants and lions, dodge assegais and arrows, 
trade for ivody and rubber, “gouge” for opal, 
delve for gold, starve, thirst, fight, make money 
and squander it. 

A recognized institution in the opal fields in 
the West Darling county of New South Wales 
was the Sunday fight. The Fight Committee 
arranged it thusly: 

A hand on a man’s shoulder, a curt “You're 
for the Open Cut on Sunday morning,” and the 
thing was arranged. No grudge behind it—just a 
hard bare-knuckle “milling” for the entertatn- 
ment of the crowd, If sick or handicapped by any 
physical infirmity you were exempt: otherwise 
it was simply “prepare for the fight or get out.” 
A selected contestant did refuse on one occasion. 
He got no second chance. The hat was sent round 
for his fare; he was escorted to the south-bound 
coach, and away he went. 

Mr. Russell's observations about animals that 
are hunted, are of interest. Buffalo, leopard, 
lion, elephant, rhinoceros—this is the order in 
which Mr. Russell places the African animals 
most dangerous to man. The lion, he says, 

“Moves to the attack in line more or less 
with the ground, rushing upon its prospective 
victim in the manner of a great slobbering 
dog; the leopard cleaves the air in long 
bouncing springs like a cat—a much more dif- 
ficult target. 

“At most, the leopard will give you five 
seconds to get in another shot and bring him 
down. Fail to do so, and you wil! an instant 
later be fighting the fight of your life, with 
about one chance in fifty of coming out of it 
alive.” 

One of his worst experiences was being 
stalked by an African water-buffalo. His first 
bullet failed to drop a buffalo, and the beast dis- 
appeared into the long grass: 

“But it had not gone. Soon I had the un- 
canny experience of being stalked. I could 
hear the buffalo slowly coming nearer; per- 
haps for ten minutes, perhaps only for two; 
then, having located me exactly, it burst from 
the mseta not thirty feet away. 

“By this time I was not as steady as I 
might have been. Luckily, a left and right 
in quick succession brought the buffalo to 
its knees, snorting madly; two more stopped it 
as it rose and sought to come again; yet an- 
other, at ten-foot range, crashed it to earth. It 
had taken six .400 calibre high-power expand- 
ing bullets to stop one buffalo.”

Baboons gave him a nasty moment too. He 
had shot one, and discovered that the forest 

seemed alive with them. About two hundred of 
the creatures, each about four feet from its 
neighbor came creeping, grimly intent on en- 
circling the human invaders. Says Mr. Russell: 

“Back, shoulder to shoulder! I bawled in 
native dialect. Back for your lives! 

“And back we went, stumbling, but never 
once dropping our eyes from the pack of 
grimacing, gibbering, half-human forms 
creeping upon us. Had the pack completed 
its encircling movement, once drawn its 
cordon around us, our doom would have been 
quick and sure. They would have torn us limb 
from limb and scattered the gory fragments 
through the forests.” 

Mr. Russell quotes some strange cases of 
native drum telegraphy in Africa. At the time of 

the Jeffries-Johnson boxing match for the 
world’s championship in America, he says, 

“I was in a native village on the headwaters 
of the Congo, four hundred miles away from the 
nearest telegraph, yet I knew of the black man’s 
triumph in # mere fourteen hours after the fight 
had ended. And I knew of it from native sources 
As the tom-tome had been tapping ominously all 
that night, I had no need to ask how the news 
had been transmitted. And so, no doubt, the 
news had gone out over all Africa. The crush- 
ing defeat of the white man Jeffries by the black 
man Johnson was a serious blow to European 
prestige in Africa.” 

When he was trading he was often surprised 
to find how much was known about him before 
he arrived at a village. 

“There was not a feature of my character, 
physically or tempermentally, of which, seem- 
ingly, they had not been apprised. The nature 
of my caravan, my movements, what sort of a 
hunter I was, how I had treated their brethern, 
every virtue I possessed and every fault, had

‘ed to Parliament in 1922. 


The Parliamentary Labor Party 
elects its leader at the beginning of 
each session. The Clyde men, Max- 
ton among them, had come back 
determined to have thelr way in 
the matter and set up a cry for 
Ramsay MacDonald. A vote was 
taken and, as Mr. Clynes laconic- 
ally puts it, “When the result was 
declared it was found that he had 
gained five more votes than I.” 

So Ramsay MacDonald became 
leader of the Opposition and, two 
years later, Prime Minister. But for 
those five votes it would have been 
Clynes and not MacDonald who 
would have been sent for by the 
King, in which case the subsequent 
political history of Great Britain 


would probably have been quite 
different, there might never have 
been a National Government and

very different course. 
ORTY-odd years ago, Mr, Clyne: 
was a mill-worker who got up 
at four every morning to walk 
nearly four miles to the factory 
where he was employed. 

He entered Parliament in 1906 
and was member for one of the 
Manchester divisions for 25 years, 
losing the ‘election in 1981 and re- 
gaining the seat in 1935. During 
the war he became Food Controller,

Effective Blocking Vital To Football Offensive 


By LEW HAYMAN 
Toronto Argonauts Coach 
| Effective blocking is the founda- 
| tion of any offence. Whether the 
| play be a pass, kick, buck or run, 
it cannot succeed unless the block- 
ers carry out their assignments 

Difference situations call for dif- 
ferent blocks, but, regardless of the | 
| type used, the elementary rules of 
all blocking is to keep one's body 
between the opponent and the play. 


THE SHOULDER BLOCK

His | 
charge must be fast and low, for- | 
ward and then upward as he makes | 
contact with the shoulder and side 
of the neck. The blocker must have | 
his feet spread and keep driving, | 
otherwise the strength of the con- | 
tact will be broken. Don’t lunge at | 
an opponent; take a short step or | 

two before making contact and con- 
tinue the charge with short, choppy 
driving steps. Always have your 
| legs well under your body. 


THE PIVOT BLOCK 
| The pivot block is used against a 
| moving player to prevent him from
